Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  the  citizens  of  the 
Dummer    School   District : 

FOREWORD 

To  the  building  of  a  stronger  America,  the  schools  of  the 
Nation  are  dedicated.  It  is  mandatory  that  we  pronounce  in  a 
positive  and  unmistakable  manner  our  belief  in  the  American 
Way  of  Life.  We  must  not  let  anyone  forget  that  Hberty  involves 
and  requires  the  highest  degree  of  individual  and  group  responsi- 
bility and  sacrifice.  We  must  bend  our  every  effort  to  wipe  out 
greed,  bigotry,  biased  opinion,  ignorance,  intolerance,  and  all  other 
evils  that  beset  our  democracy. 

The  part  the  schools  can  play,  in  cooperation  with  the  home 
and  church,  in  the  education  of  the  coming  generation  is  great.

NOTES  ON  THE  BUDGET 

The  school  board's  total  budget  for  1950-51  is  $14,777.50  as 
compared  with  $13,889.67  for  last  year.  This  total  budget  is  re- 
duced by  an  estimated  income  of  $380.00  (State  Aid  $200.00,  Noon 
Lunch  Program  $180.00)  so  that  the  requested  appropriation  is 
$14,398.50.  The  school  appropriation  for  1949-50  was  $12,973.81. 
The  depletion  of  the  district's  cash  balance,  the  anticipated  higher 
costs  for  salaries,  tuition  and  transportation,  account  for  most  of 
the  increase.

ENROLLMENT  AND  ATTENDANCE 
There  are  now  2o   enrolled  in   the  tvi'O  schools :   15   at  West 
Dummer,  and  18  at  the  Willis.     We  have  12  at  Berlin  High.     We 
expect  that  the  enrollment  will  remain  about  the  same  for  next 
year. 

Last  year  the  West  Dummer  School  had  a  most  commendable 
attendance  record,  97.66%  with  no  tardinesses.  Eight  pupils  were 
not  absent  or  tardy  for  the  j'ear.  Due  to  illnesses,  the  Willis 
School  fell  far  below  theii:  usual  good  record  to  93.85%. 

BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT 
The   two   school   houses    are   in   good   condition.     During   the 
summer,  the  usual  cleaning,  repairs  and  improvements  were  made. 
The  floors  at  both  schools  were  sealed. 

The  school  board  feels  that  it  might  be  wise  to  postpone  buy- 
ing n&w  seats  for  the  West  Dummer  School  until  prices  are  more 
settled.     Both  schools  have  quite  adequate   equipment. 

DEBT 

The  school  debt  now  stands  at  $2,000.00.  The  payment  of 
$500.00  has  been  anticipated  in  making  up  the  budget.  At  the 
present  rate  of  payment  the  debt  will  be  liquidated  in  three  more 
j^ears. 

CONCLUSION 

The  destiny  of  our  country  remains  within  our  people.  We 
must  make  education  for  peace  realistic.  The  best  education  for 
peace  will  be  that  which  provides  our  young  people  with  a  realis- 
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tic  understanding  of  the  world  and  its  people,  teaches  tolerance 
and  good  will  toward  the  people  of  all  lands,  but  at  the  same  time 
maintains  a  firm  determination  that  our  nation  shall  join  in  a 
worldwide  effort  to  banish  war  from  the  earth. 

I  take  this  opportunit}'  to  again  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  members  of  the  school  board,  parents,  teachers,  and  citizens 
for  their  support  in  our  common  effort  to  maintain  good  schools.
